Although his “ leave of ab­ 
sence” was until June 30, 1964, 
Pauling said it “ appears my 
work at Caltech is at an end.” 
Pauling, who was 
awarded 
the Nobel Prize for Chemistry 
in 1954, said that it was “ not 
without regret” that he was 
severing his association with 
Caltech 
after 
more 
than 
41 
years as a professor. However, 
he hinted at some possible dis­ 
satisfaction with his experimen­ 
tal laboratory at the school. 
The professor told newsmen 
he considered the Nobel Peace 
Prize a vindication “ for all the 
criticism I had received over 
the years for my work against 
nuclear testing and f o r world 
peace.

He said all of these moves

American and allied policy to­ 
ward the Soviet Union, are di­ 
rected at a single, comprehen­ 
sive goal—namely, convincing 
the Soviet leaders that it is dan­ 
gerous for them to impose their 
will and their system on other 
unwilling peoples, and benefi­ 
cial to them, as well as all the 
world, to join in the achieve­ 
ment of a genuine and enforce­ 
able peace.” 
The President said that the 
“ small advances” made in re­ 
cent months toward relaxation 
of cold war tensions should not 
be interpreted as meaning that 
the 
Soviets 
"are 
abandoning 
their basic aims and ambitions” 
which are wholly different than 
those of the United States. 
“ Nor should any future, less 
friendly Soviet action—whether 
it is a stoppage on the (Berlin) 
autobahn, or a veto in the U.N. 
or a spy in our midst, or a 
new 
trouble elsewhere—cause 
us to regret the steps we have 
taken,” he said. 


Works For Improvement 


Kennedy said that the United 
States could not maintain “ the 
leadership and the respect of 
the free world” if it did not 
make “ every reasonable effort 
to improve relations.” 
“ Without our making such an 
effort, we could not convince 
our adversaries that was was 
not in their interest. And with­ 
out making such an effort, we 
could never, in case of war, 
satisfy 
our own 
hearts 
and 
minds that we had done all that 
could be done to avoid that hol­ 
ocaust of endless death and de­ 
struction,” he said. 
The prepared speech, which 
he himself described as being 
given in “ a context of calm 
and 
caution,” 
was 
his 
first 
since the Russians twice tem­ 
porarily blockaded the Berlin 
autobahn, prompting fears of a 
new cold war crisis. 
“ It is clear that there will be 
further disagreements between 
ourselves and the Soviets,” Ken­ 
nedy said, “ as well as further 
agreements. There will be set­ 
backs in our nation’s endeavors 
on behalf of freedom as well as 
successes.
